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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Michael does not teach the 
limitation of "determining both when the telephone line is available and is not available to receive a call." Paragraph 36 teaches a call may 
be rerouted to another receiver based upon rules or other stimuli. An example of such a rule might be that a user has left the office, i.e. is 
unavailable at that destination, so the call should be routed to his cell. Michael may not detect availability based upon a condition such as 
accidental off-hook, but the claims as written do not require such a detection. Applicant also argues that Michael does not teach updating 
presence information on everyo ccurrences of the telephone lines changing from one state to another. Paragraph 34 of Micheal states the 
presence server may be incorporated into the PSTN. As disclosed by applicant in page 1 lines 27-34 of the specification, the PSTN must 
know presence information such as off-hook. Since the presence server of Micheal may be incorporated into the PSTN, which knows when 
a telephone transitions between on- and off-hook, the server will also be updated for every occurrence of a change in presence information. 
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
